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Gaining Momentum 
Mattapoisett Trust Votes to Buy Land 

The campaign to raise $300,000 for the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust to purchase 60 acres of Boardman 
property off Hollywoods, Aucoot and Bowman Roads 
passed the $45,000 mark earlier this week. 

The Trust also announced it has voted to exercise 
the option to purchase the wooded parcels which was to 
have expired on Thursday, September 16. 

In addition, the Coalition for Buzzards Bay (CBB) 
has authorized a short-term loan, at one percent interest, 
to cover the amount needed to fund the purchase over the 
amount raised by the time the closing takes place (within 
60 days). The loan will come from the Buzzards Bay 
Lands Revolving Fund.

Then and Now 
Dress Codes Through the Years 
By Virginia Morgan 

Then 

During World War II, the United States govern- 
ment regulations limited yardage and excluded the 
manufacture and sale of certain items such as three-piece 
suits for men and jacket dresses for women. In an effort to 
avoid rationing, the government set up a ruling, enforced 
by the Federal Trade Commission (FTC), aimed at the 
conservation of fabrics through the help of designers. All 
manufacturers, pattern companies, and commercial 
dressmakers were asked to cooperate. 

This ruling, known as L-85, limited the length of a 
size 16 dress to 43.5 inches and the sweep or width to 72 
inches. All other apparel followed a restriction. Thus, full.

long skirts were out-moded. Patch pockets and wide cloth 
belts disappeared. 

During the war period interest in fashion centered 
in uniforms and utilitarian clothes and practical shoes. 
Because of gasoline rationing, practical shoes were 
deemed necessary for more walking. 

A study of clothing laws, regulations, and decrees 
reveal that the state has had a hand in the whims of 
fashion by statutes and regulations, many of which are 
still observed in various countries. Local regulations in 
force in the United States in 1950 included an ordinance 
prohibiting the wearing of shorts on public highways 
(roads); the requirement by high school principals that 
students conform to certain standards of dress, and the 
refusal of hotel and restaurant owners to serve men and

women who appear in clothing considered unsuitable for 
public dining. 

As far back as 1849, Mrs. Amelia Jenks Bloomer 
was a personal advocate for the adoption of wearing 
bloomers. This was a complete revolution in female dress, 
adding comfort for women. Except for athletes and 
gymnasts, the style never reached much success in 
America. However, this radical concept led the way to 
more rational dress until the advent of shorts took hold in 
the fashion world.

In speaking with Bruce Clarke, Principal at Old 
Rochester Regional High School, on the subject of a dress 
code at the high school this year, he explained, "We have a 
clear understanding of the dress code.

"If we feel some clothes are inappropriate, we 
notify the parents to bring a change of clothing to school.

We have had very few repeat offenders. If there is a 
second offense, the student will receive an after-school 
detention. In girls, the code does not allow bare skin and 
low-cut tops; in boys, no baggy jeans and exposed under- 
wear. We expect students to keep in mind this is a school 
and not the beach or the mall," Principal Clarke stressed. 

The principal did not know the exact year in 
which dress codes were initiated at the school. It did not 
appear the Old Rochester Regional school system needed 
a dress code in the earlier years when the school opened, 
nor is there any mention of a dress code at Fairhaven 
High School where Mattapoisett students attended prior 
to ORR opening.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

September 13, 2004 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, September 13 
at 6:45 pm by Chairman Gary Laboa. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Bradford Morse, 
Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first met jointly with members of the 
Finance Committee (FinCom) and Town Moderator 
Greenwood "Woody" Hartley to consider reappointing 
the following members to the FinCom: Tom Wynne; 
Claudette Coutu; and Janice Look. 

After unanimously voting to reappoint Mr. 
Wynne, the joint appointing authority questioned having 
Ms. Coutu on as the Town Accountant and also whether 
the time she spends attending FinCom meetings should 
be compensated. 

"Certainly she brings a lot to the FinCom," Mr. 
Hartley said. 

"The Marion Town Accountant does not partici- 
pate with the FinCom, but in Mattapoisett they do," Mr. 
Huntoon offered. 

With that, they voted to reappoint Ms. Coutu but 
did not address the issue of compensation for attending 
meetings. 

Lastly, several FinCom members, including

Chairman Michael Costa, voiced concern over reappoint- 
ing Ms. Look given her past attendance record — she only 
attended 10 out of the last 29 meetings — and her possible 
involvement in the Knight and Look Campground deal 
with the town. 

"Fd be agreeable to not reappointing (Ms. Look) 
due to lack of attendance/' Chairman Laboa said. With 
that, the board voted to appoint Charles Kantner — an 
Alternate FinCom member — to a full position and did 
not reappoint Ms. Look. This brings the FinCom to a full 
complement of seven members but two empty alternate 
slots. Those interested in serving as an Alternate FinCom

0 Rochester Town Hall, 1 Constitution Way, Rochester, 
MA 02770. 

After approving the minutes of the August 30 and 
September 7 and 8 meetings, the board opened a Pole 
Hearing at 7:05 pm upon a request from Verizon to install 
two new poles off Stevens Road to provide utility service 
to the area. There being no objections, the board unani- 
mously approved the request. 

At 7:09 pm the board opened a hearing with 
owner Stephen Souza of Plumb Corner Market to con- 
sider a second violation of selling alcohol to minors 
during a follow-up Rochester Police Department compli- 
ance check. "Obviously this is a second offense in a short 
period of time,'' Chairman Laboa said. 'T understand it is 
not your intent (to sell to minors)." 

"Fd like to apologize for the incident occurring," 
Mr. Souza said. "A lot of time and effort went into talking 
to all the employees at the store during the first compli- 
ance check. It's kind of a wake-up call when that happens. 

1 spoke to everybody at length. It's embarrassing to me 
and the employees of the store. I am very concerned and 
I've taken some steps ... to make sure there is (an experi- 
enced) employee on every shift. I'm confident at this point

that it will not happen again/' 

Police Chief Paul Magee praised Mr. Souza's 
cooperation and noted he was quick to take steps to 
correct the situation. "I think there needs to be some 
action ... either suspension, revocation or modification of 
the license/' Chief Magee said. "The town is not able to 
issue fines." 

Both Selectman Morse and Chairman Laboa 
suggested they adopt the policy from other area towns of 
suspending the violator's license for a set number of days 
beginning with the day the offense occurred — in this 
case, Thursday.

suspend Mr. Souza's alcoholic beverage license for three 
days, effective Thursday, September 23 through Saturday, 
September 25. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon noted Rochester is slated to receive $42,461 from 
the state as a "one-time municipal grant'' for local aid. He 
also revisited the transportation issue for Rochester 
students who wish to attend the Bristol County Agricul- 
tural School ("Bristol Aggie"). Although they might be 
able to contract the town's senior van for three hours a 
day at a rate of $12 /hour, the Rochester School Commit- 
tee did not offer to fund this alternative. 

"I'm very disappointed with their view of the 
situation — I think it's extremely short-sighted, and I 
suggest we continue to try and find a way to fund the 
transportation," Chairman Laboa said. "Even if there's a 
bus fee equal to but no greater than (ORR's). I suggest we 
talk to the School Committee again. I think we need to 
look into it further." 

As a follow-up, the Selectmen plan to attend the 
Thursday, September 23 meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee at 7:00 pm to revisit this issue. 

At 7:30 pm the board met with Susan Adams of 
the Historic District Committee to discuss plans to put up 
two 70-foot and two 60-foot light poles at the Gifford Park 
baseball field. "We're still discussing it and haven't made 
a decision," Ms. Adams said. "However, it became 
apparent to me that there are issues we can't discuss ... 
(like) the impact on the people's quality of life near the 
park. I am concerned that this hasn't come before (the 
Zoning Board of Appeals), the Board of Selectmen, or the 
Park Commission before." 

Building Inspector Robert Francis was equally 
curious as to why a permit application wasn't filed with 
his office for these "accessory structures." There is also 
some question as to which of the two town by-laws in

effect — one governing structures over 40 feet and 
another for structures in excess of 100 feet — applied to 
these light poles. 

Under Old Business, the board continued their 
discussion from last week's Public Meeting on the poten- 
tial Knight and Look Campground purchase under the 
Chapter 61B restriction. "We're at a point tonight as to 
whether we need to ... acquire the campground or back off 
on that proposal and sign off on the property/' Chairman 
Laboa said. 

'I'm not yet convinced that the town shouldn't 
develop the Knight and Look Campground area," Select- 
man Nunes said. "During the public input we did receive 
a plan on what could be done to this property." 

Selectman Nunes cited a two-page proposal from 
resident Peter Gelmacher which suggested the 30-acre 
parcel be purchased and developed as "affordable rental 
property for the elders and handicapped (5-8 acres) ... 
affordable elderly over 55 housing (10 acres) ... and 10 
acres to be left for open space." 

Mr. Gelmacher suggested the town could garner 
up to $150,000 in tax revenue annually, $144,000 a year in 
rent, and another potential $1.4 million profit from the 
outright sale of developed housing. 

"I'm congnizant of the fact that there are people 
in the business of developing," Selectman Nunes said. 
"I'm still interested in the town trying to make some 
revenue on an annual basis ... that would not burden the

infrastructure. With this property at this price, I think it's 
a huge advantage to the town to acquire it and develop 
it/' 

"These proposals have been great, I just don't feel 
we have the time to put something together on this piece 
of property," Selectman Morse said. 'T just don't think 
between now and October we're going to be able to sell 
Town Meeting on it." 

"I was very much (in favor of) acquiring the 
property," Chairman Laboa said. "I was hoping we could 
(support) a limited campground operation ... but as the 
numbers started coming in, they didn't make sense. I'm of 
the opinion that at this point it's not in the best interest of 
the town to acquire the property. I think the letter from 
(Mr. Gelmacher) is great (but) we already have a devel- 
oper with a purchase and sales agreement on the prop- 
erty. My opinion at this point is this is the right piece, 
wrong time." 

"I would want the voters to decide that," Select- 
man Nunes said. 

With that, the board voted to sign-off on their 
option to purchase the Knight and Look Campground

The following emergency procedures will take effect in the event of a hurricane. 

(Please note: 2 to 3 days prior to storm) 

I. PARKING - Two (2) to three (3) days prior to an impending hurricane, the following parking ban will take 

effect: no parking both sides of North Street, between Church Street and Water Street: no parking 
both sides of Water Street and Main Street, between North Street and Route 6. No parking signs will 
be posted by the Mattapoisett Police Department, (see attached map). 

II. TRAFFIC FLOW - All traffic along Water and Main Streets will flow one way, from North Street to 

Church Street, in a northwesterly direction. All side streets will be barricaded. 

a. The following streets will be barricaded to traffic at Church Street: Mechanic Street, 
Cannon Street, Pearl Street and Barstow Street. 

b. Ned's Point Road will become one-way from Holly Lane to Old Marion Road. 

III. WHARF/TOWN LANDING: 

a. Access to wharf will be limited to emergency personnel and vehicles hauling boat trailers. 
No other vehicles will be allowed on the wharf. 

b. Boats up to 20 feet may be hauled out at the Town Landing at the appropriate tide. The

Resident Evil: Apocalypse. Starring Milla Jovovich 
and Sienna Guillory. Directed by Alexander Witt. 
Running time: 94 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Look: I am far from a cinema snob. I seem to recall saying nice 
things about Jason X, Anchorman, and other appeals to the base 
corners of our nature. And I know when to scale down expectations, 
such as when approaching a horror film based on a video game. The 
first Resident Evil film (2002), which I recently caught up with on 
DVD, was dumb as a box of hair but a serviceable Saturday-night 
beer-and-pizza flick. It certainly didn't hold a candle to the zombie 
films of George Romero (who was once slated to direct it), but it 
moved well enough, and in Milla Jovovich it had a heroine not 
unpleasant to regard. Resident Evil made money, so now we have 
Resident Evil: Apocalypse, which doesn't even hold a candle to Resi- 
dent Evil. George Romero could make a birthday-party home video 
scarier than this. 

Not that I expected groundbreaking horror. You go to a Resident 
Evil flick for the action — specifically, Milla Jovovich vs. zombies. 
Problem number one: Milla doesn't really get into the game until 
halfway into the proceedings. For the first half, we're following a 
motley crew of survivors who've been locked into Raccoon City 
with hundreds of zombies — two super-special cops (Raz Adoti and 
the comely nonactress Sienna Guillory, who plays video game 
holdover Jill Valentine), a comic-relief black guy (Mike Epps), and 
a whiny TV reporter (Sandrine Holt). Presumably other humans are 
kicking around the quarantined city, too, but they must be hiding 
really well. 

Just when things are looking bleak for our four default heroes 
inside a church — which has become a haven for three vicious 
mutants with tongues long enough to make Gene Simmons insecure 
— in rides Milla, on a motorcycle, through a stained-glass window. 
She dispatches one of the mutants, I thmk, by entangling it in the 
flying motorcycle and shooting at the gas tank. Which brings us to 
problem number two: You can never be quite sure what's going on. 
In the current The Five Obstructions, filmmaker Lars von Trier 
challenges his mentor to remake a short film in a variety of ways, 
including one variation in which each shot is only half a second long. 
RE: As director Alexander Witt (a former second-unit director) and 
his trigger-happy editors must've taken their inspiration from that 
challenge. 




So the action — what we're there for — is incomprehensible, and 
the story — what we're not there for — even more so. At least the first 
Resident Evil took a minimalist video game structure, with its charac- 
ters proceeding through identifiable levels. Here, the overdue plot 
motor kicks in when a brainiac (Jared Harris) ofifers Milla and the 
gang a way out of Raccoon City in exchange for rescuing his daugh- 
ter. They're on a timetable, too, because the city is due tobe nukecfby 
government /military/ corporate powers (in this film there's hardly 
a difference) at sunrise. So we enter the Escape from New York level of 
the game, complete with a towering nemesis, appropriately named 
Project Nemesis, who looks like a cross between bwamp Thing and 
Eddie, the crazed critter on all those Iron Maiden album covers. 

Milla faces off against Swamp Eddie on orders from the bad 
guys, with the editors working overtime to convince you that a 115- 
pound former model can wipe the floor with a genetically-engi- 
neered hulk. (We've just seen her take out a dozen armed guards, but 
she apparently can't take out the four or so guards forcing ner to fight 
Swamp Eddie.) The zombie dogs from the first film return briefly, in 
a pathetic swipe from Jurassic Park's raptors-in-the-kitchen scene. 
The brainiac's little girl may or may not be the human prototype for 
the taunting holographic girl in the first movie; the sequel never 
stops to tell us. 

At least Resident Evil paired Milla with Michelle Rodriguez, who 
brought her sullen Latina brio to the party. This film brings in Jill 
Valentine, apparently quite a popular character among fans of the 

fame, and though Sienna Guillory looks just like her, it would 've 
een nice if the filmmakers had eschewed physical similarity in favor 
of an actress who can act (not to mention one who's even faintly 
plausible as a tough cop). This is also one of those movies that don t 
care about the millions of lives lost in Raccoon City as long as our 
heroes get out unscathed and ensure yet another sequel. And, yes, 
the ending leaves things wide open for a Resident Evil Post-Apoca- 
lypse, or whatever they wind up calling it.

Safety in Numbers

At the risk of raising the ire of a select group of parents 
in Mattapoisett, it would seem to me that much of their con- 
cern over so-called ''security issues" at Center School is likely 
to be perceived as both self-centered and parochial. Not that 
every group and organization in town doesn't likewise look 
out for their own self-interests, but I fear this misguided at- 
tempt to make things rigidly "safe and sound" for their chil- 
dren will only serve to alienate the town's elders and library 
patrons from using a publicly-funded facility and foster an 
already-damaging "us and them" mentality between town 
entities. 

As of this fall, the newly-renovated Center School — 
which was reopened thanks to a healthy dip into the town's 
Stabilization Fund, mind you — is now home to not only 
students in Pre-K to Grade 3, but also the Mattapoisett Se- 
nior Center on weekdays. In lieu of getting a place of their 
own, Mattapoisett elders were graciously invited by the 
Mattapoisett School Committee to use two empty classrooms 
in the southeast corner of the first floor — in the older wing 
away from classes in session — while the Town Nurse will 
share this same space two days a week. Next summer plans 
are in place to temporarily house the Mattapoisett Public 
Library in the building as well. 

Apparently this added adult usage of the elementary 
school has spawned the need for additional security mea- 
sures which were developed with the assistance of school, 
town, police and fire officials in Mattapoisett. But some par- 
ents claim these measures are sorely inadequate and having 
additional "unfamiliar" adults roaming the halls might open 
the school up to security breaches which could potentially 
put students at risk. 

ORR School Superintendent Dr. William Cooper main- 
tains the security plan they've developed is "a good one" 
and he doesn't think adding the Mattapoisett Senior Center 
into the mix will be at all detrimental. The plan includes a 
locked entrance with a "buzz-in" intercom system and video 
monitors to ensure that only those with school- and/ or se- 
nior-related business are admitted to the Mattapoisett vil- 
lage facility. 

"What we're trying to do is only admit people who have 
a legitimate reason to be there," Dr. Cooper said. "If the sec- 
retaries don't recognize the people, they will call the princi- 
pal and (he) will ... go to the door if they are at all unsure." 

Dr. Cooper said he understands why parents might be 
concerned in this post-9/11 era, but the security protocol in 
place is not unlike what most schools now employ around 
the country. 



"This is a time when there just seems to be a heightened 
apprehension about any interaction (between students and 
adults)," Dr. Cooper said. "Things have changed a great deal 
in the last couple of years about concerns over school secu- 
rity. The School Committee addressed this last year ... (and) 
they endorsed it." 

"The school has a good handle on who belongs there 
and who doesn't," agreed Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary 
Lyons. "I don't see that there is a security danger. We have a 
lockdown system in place (if needed). These people coming 
in (to Center School) are our grandparents ... they paid for 
the facility like everyone else." 

Although the plan to temporarily relocate the 
Mattapoisett Public Library to Center School while they be- 
gin their renovation and expansion project won't take place 
until next summer. Library Director Judy Wallace is confi- 
dent the security wrinkles will be ironed out by then. 

"Basically, what we've decided is we wanted the school 
to get settled and deal with the seniors and the Town Nurse, 
and then we can revisit how we can secure the library next 
summer," Ms. Wallace said. "We really want to be on the 
back burner right now. I'm not worried about it — I think it 
will all fall into place. We think the focus needs to be right 
now on managing the space and getting the seniors and 
Town Nurse settled." 

Given the current economic climate and the fact that 
many town resources have been stretched to the limit, I think 
utilizing the vast, unused space in the elementary school — 
which was opened after much hemming and hawing from 
parents and a $200,000 hit to the town's already-meager Sta- 
bilization Fund — only makes sense and is a rare example 
of what can be done when town entities cooperate. 

"It's a wonderful opportunity for the town to use (the 
school)," Dr. Cooper said. 

As for the alleged "safety concerns," let's be frank: 
there's only so much that can be done short of locking chil- 
dren inside a closet until they turn 18 and making them para- 
noid about ever trusting anyone again. Yes, students need a 
comfortable and safe school environment, but I doubt a maxi- 
mum security prison is conducive to learning.

Dr. William R. Cooper, Ed.D. will hold a public meeting for 
parents and other Mattapoisett residents to discuss plans 
for security at the newly -renovated Center School on Thurs- 
day, September 16 at 7:00 pm. The meeting will address the 
efforts being made to make sure the building is safe from 
intruders at all times, particularly during school hours.
